• Read all instructions. 

• To protect against risk of electrical shock, do not put the motor base in 
water or other liquid. 

• Close supervision is necessary when any appliance is used by or near 
children. 

• Unplug from outlet when not in use, before assembling or disassembling 
and before cleaning. 

• Avoid contacting moving parts. 

• Do not operate any appliance with a damaged cord or plug or after the 
appliance malfunctions, or is dropped or damaged in any manner. 
Return appliance to the nearest authorized service facility for examina- 
tion, repair, or electrical or mechanical adjustment. 

• The use of attachments not recommended or sold by the manufacturer 
may cause fire, electric shock, or injury. 

• Do not use outdoors. 

• Do not let cord hang over edge of table or counter. 

• Always make sure juicer cover is fastened securely in place before motor 
is turned on. Do not unfasten while juicer is in operation. 

• Be sure to turn switch to off position after each use of your juicer. Make 
sure the motor stops completely before disassembling. 

■ Do not put your fingers or other objects into the juicer openings, while it 
is in operation. If food becomes lodged in feed tube, use food pusher or 
another piece of fruit or vegetable to push it down. When this method is 
not possible, turn the motor off and disassemble juicer to remove the 
remaining food.

We 
suggest taking it apart and wasliing the removiible parts in warm water with 
a biiLKlegmilable, non-abrasive Hquid detergent before the first use. This will 
eliminate any traces of dust or residue from manufacturing or shipping. 

NEVER SUBMERGE THE MOTOR BASE 
IN WATER OR OTHER LIQUID.

After washing and reassembly is complete, your new juicer is ready to go 
to work! Before starting, make sure pulp basket is at the rear of the juicer to 
receive pulp. The pulp from your juicer isuseful in many different applications 
such as breads, muffins, cakes, soup stocks, compressed facial packs and 
garden compost material.

Cleaning Your Juicer 



DO NOT IMMERSE THE MOTOR BASE IN WATER OR SPRAY IT WITH 
W^rER. IT MUST BE CLEANED SIMPLY BY WIPING WITH A DAMP SPONGE. 
RAG. OR PAPER TOWEL. USE ANY DISH LIQUID WASHING DETERGENT 
BUT DO NOT USE ANY PRODUCTS CONTAINING AMMONIA, BLEACH. OR 
SCOURING POWDERS. THESE PRODUCTS WILL DULL. SCRATCH OR MAR 
THE PLASTIC SURFACE. 

• All parts (except the motor bast') arc washable in warm, soapy water. 
Disassemble according to instructions on page 5. To clean the cover and 
juice bowl wo recommend using a fruit and vegetable brush with natu- 
ral fibers. Do not use a metal brush or pad. 

• When cleaning theblade/basket use thebrush to make sure the tiny holes 
in the basket are not clogged. This can be accomplished by holding the 
blade/basket under a running faucet while brushing the basket holes 
from both inside and outside the blade/basket. 

• NOTE: Occasionally, the juice bowl, cover, food plunger and blade/ 
basket may be washed in a dishwasher, ONLY IF they are placed on the 
TOPSHELFofthe dishwasher. However, washing with ordinary WARM, 
(not hot) tap water on a daily basis should be sufficient. 

Juicer should be AIR-DRIED only'. 

• Sponge off the motor base and logs underneath the motor base if any 
juice has spilled under the juicer. Use a damp toothbrush, rag or paper 
towel to clean juice from inside the hub on top of the motor base. 

CLEAN YOUR JUICER THOROUGHLY BEFORE RETIRING FOR THE DAY. 

Due to the powerful staining properties of the carotenoids that are 
found in many vegetables, we suggest the following cleaning procedure if 
your juicer parts should become discolored. Soak overnight in any of these 
solutions: (1) '/; water and '/; cider vinegar, (2) '/: small box baking soda in 
enough water to cover juicer parts, (3) Any biodegradable soap in enough 
water to cover juicer parts. 

• Never use bleach, ammonia, strong household cleaners or abrasives, 
•Lightly scrub with brush and liquid detergent after soaking.
